The Jobs for Tennessee Graduates program operates as a student’s transition tool from the academic world to the business world. Once 
in the program, students are trained in employability skills ranging from the identification of aptitudes, abilities and interests to resume 
writing, interviewing and grooming skills. Students are trained in these skills from 3 to 5 days per week and each student must 
complete 70 hours of contact training to complete the program. 


An additional part of the JTG program is the Tennessee Career Association. The Tennessee Career Association teaches social skills and 
encourages participation in many other activities including taking field trips, guest speakers, election of officers, competitive events, 
career development conferences, picnics, annual dinners, and community service activities. 


Upon graduation and completion of JTG in June, the students are then assisted with placement into full-time or part-time positions. 
Several follow-ups are done on each student for a period of 9-months to ensure that the student has made an adequate transition from 
school to work.
